
Arts groups welcome plans 
for new £8.8million theatre 


ART groups in Dorchester have welcomed an an¬ 
nouncement that a new arts centre at the Makings 
now looks more likely to go ahead. 

Plans and costings have been prepared for the 
former Eldridge Pope building in the corner of 
Brewery Square with the group behind the bid now 
saying they hope to open in 2020. 

The £8.8million project will include a theatre and 
a new arts centre with a 450-seat main auditorium 
and a 100-seat ‘studio’. 

Both Dorchester Youth Theatre and the New 
Thomas Hardy Players have this week welcomed 
the development. 

A public meeting is being held in the Corn Ex¬ 
change on Wednesday, February 15th, at 6pm, to 
give local community groups, businesses and the 
public the chance to discuss the project. 

Dorchester Youth Theatre (DYT), are regular 
users of the Corn Exchange, but welcome the op¬ 
portunity of being able to perform in a purpose 
built venue. 

Said Carol Burgess, Chair of DYT: “The move 
from Dorchester Arts Centre in 2015 to the Com 
Exchange has been beneficial to us, but we still 
lack storage space for set and props, and of course 
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there is no proper backstage area which can limit 
the type of production we put on. 

“We welcome a venue which can give our young 
people maximum opportunities to develop their 
creative talents, and of course be able to watch a 
wider range of professional performances locally.” 

In the past Dorchester Youth Theatre have 
worked with professional touring company, Angel 
Exit and have also performed at Poole Lighthouse, 
Theatre Royal Plymouth and were in the final ten 


companies selected from hundreds across the UK, 
to perform at the National Theatre in London as 
part of its Connections Festival in 2013. 

Jo Simons, Artistic Director of DYT is excited 
about the prospect of the new theatre: “The new 
venue will offer not only a large auditorium, but 
with the added studio facility, more flexibility for 
DYT to do smaller performances and showcases, 
which would be brilliant. And of course there may 
be the opportunity for some of the young people 
to gain experience working or volunteering in a

DAMIEN Weston has had a complete 
change in life - going from high tech to 
relatively low tech... from selling mobile 
phones to becoming a chimney sweep and 
installing wood burning stoves. 

He was born in Exeter, lived in Okehamp- 
ton but has spent most of his adult life in 
and around Dorchester with his wife and 
two children. 

He came to the county town when his dad 
landed a job as an environmental health 
officer at West Dorset District Council. 

Damien himself has had other jobs - 
including working in Dorchester Prison and 
in the Verne on Portland - and alongside 
his chimney sweeping helps out, when 
needed, with his wife's new wool shop 
which has just opened in Durngate Street, 
Dorchester, an off shoot from a similar shop 
she and her sister run in Cullompton. 


• I GUESS everyone thinks chimney 
sweeping is only a winter job? 

Not really, I've got enough work throughout 
the year although it's true that from August 
onwards lots of people start thinking about 
the winter months, getting their chimneys 
swept, or installing wood burning stoves 
which have become very popular.

I just kept pulling them out and to this day 
nobody has a sensible explanation why there 
were so many. 


• HOW did you get into it? 

I was getting a bit of a moral dilemma about 
trying to sell people mobile phones and ev¬ 
erything which goes along with that when 
my step-brother, who install stoves, said he 
needed a bit of help. He said it would also be 
useful to be a chimney sweep because you 
need to sweep a chimney before an installa¬ 
tion - so I did a course in Maidstone and two 
days later, newly qualified, bought the kit. 



• DO PEOPLE worry about the mess you 
might make? 

They do, but most of the time is spent making 
sure that doesn't happen. I cover everything 
over and tape up fireplaces so we don't get 
soot everywhere. I would soon be out of work 
if I didn't do that? 

• DO YOU think you'll ever run out of 
chimneys to sweep? 

I doubt it - they told us on the course there 
are an estimated 75million chimneys in 
Britain, so there should be enough to go 
round. 

• AND when you are not sweeping chim¬ 
neys what do you like to do? 

I did media production atWeymouth College 
when I left Thomas Hardye School so I still like 
to dabble in making films, but these days 
mainly with my son who also has an interest. 
I also like photography - landscapes, wildlife, 
street photography. I'm still into music. When 
I was younger my brother was in a band and 
as a teenager I used to go on tour with him 
and his mates in a minibus. I can play the gui¬ 
tar and drums and a bit of harmonica, and 
still like to go to see bands, and maybe one 
festival a year. I prefer heavy metal but I also 
like rock and listen to quite a lot of folk music 
as well. 

The job keeps me pretty active but I still like 
to do a bit of bodyboarding when I can. 

• DO YOU have a claim to fame? 

I was quite good at basketball at Thomas 
Hardye and generally liked sport. I bumped 
into my old PE teacher the other day and he 
tells me that my school record for shot put 
has still not been broken. I think I won that 
every year. 


# APART from soot, have you found other 
things up chimneys? 

You often find nests, or bits of nests. I've 
found lots of shiny objects which are dropped 
by magpies or jays, I even found a whole 
piece of dried toast up one, which I presume 
had been dropped by a bird, but the oddest 
of all was up to a 100 mummified jackdaws...

performing arts venue too.” 

Andy Worth, chair of the New Hardy 
Players gave a similar welcome to the pro¬ 
ject: “I have no doubt that The Maltings will 
create a welcome boost to many local the¬ 
atrical and community groups. Having a 
space with modern performance, rehearsal, 
technical, and hosting facilities, set in a tra¬ 
ditional environment can only add to the 
opportunities available for conference, ex¬ 
hibition, theatre, music, and dance in 
Dorchester. Speaking for the New Hardy 
Players, The Maltings will offer us another 
means to explore even more ways of pre¬ 
senting Thomas Hardy's remarkable writ¬ 
ing. 

“I would like to see the project include 
facilities for other forms of expression too. 
These might include initiatives that aim to 
increase the sense of community in our 
ever expanding town and surrounds. 

“Hardy highlighted the benefits and fail¬ 
ings of changing times in many of his 
works, I am quite sure that he would have 
been as delighted as I am by this exciting 
and new direction for our fast developing 
county town.” 

Over the past few months Dorchester 
Arts and the Maltings Arts (the charitable 
body set up to plan and run the new facil¬ 


ity) have been working with archi¬ 
tects Haworth Tompkins, theatre 
design specialists Charcoalblue 
and a team of arts consultants to 
create a new cost-effective and fi¬ 
nancially viable plan for the site. 

“The existing plans had been on 
the table for some years, ever 
since the developers at Brewery 
Square had the vision to incorpo¬ 
rate an arts facility into their 
plans.” said Mark Tattersall, Artis¬ 
tic Director of Dorchester Arts. 

“Though they were perfectly rea¬ 
sonable at the time they were put 
forward, the design of arts venues has 
moved on quite a lot, and at the same time 
arts organisations are having to design fa¬ 
cilities that are almost entirely financially 
self-sustaining. The team we have been 
working with are amazing and we are 
confident that no better or more cost-ef¬ 
fective solution will be found to providing 
the county town with the arts venue it so 
badly needs.” 

Dorchester Town Council, West Dorset 
District Council and the Duchy of Corn¬ 
wall supported the creation of the new 
plans and the team at the Maltings Arts 
have recently taken key stakeholders on 
site tours to show them how the new plan 


would work in reality. 

An application has been submitted to 
WDDC for a share of the Section 106 funds 
built up mainly by the development of 
Poundbury. If granted this would represent 
approximately 10 per cent of the combined 
budget for the arts facility and the commer¬ 
cial annexe, and is likely to unlock many 
other sources of funding. 

The Maltings Arts have already had pre¬ 
liminary discussions with other possible 
funders, including Arts Council England, 
and Mark Tattersall said: “Securing the ini¬ 
tial funding for projects like this is often the 
hardest part, but once we can show that 
some money has been committed to it we 
are very confident that others will follow.” 


Mental health beds under review 


FIFTEEN mental health beds in Weymouth 
could be moved to the east of the county 
under a proposed review. 

But local campaigners are lobbying for the 
beds to be moved to Dorchester, instead, ar¬ 
guing that the county town is more centrally 
placed to provide a service. 

The beds proposed for the move are at the 
Linden Unit, part of Westhaven Hospital on 
Radipole Lane, Weymouth. 

The consultation document says the 
county is not “meeting the needs” as well as 
it could. 

It says part of the solution could be adding 
16 acute inpatient beds to the system, 12 at 
St Ann’s hospital in Poole and four at 
Forston Clinic at Charlton Down, north of 
Dorchester. 

Paul French, Local GP and clinical lead 
for mental health and learning disabilities 
with NHS Dorset CCG, said he believes the 
proposed changes would help to match de¬ 
mand with services. 

“Over the coming weeks I would encour¬ 
age everyone who has either used mental 
health services, knows someone who has, or 
simply has a view, to find out more and have 
their say.”

Group Supporters (HUGS), said that less 
than four in ten inpatients for the Linden 
Unit come from the Weymouth area. 

He says that Dorchester might be a better 
location for at least some of the beds if they 
were to be closed. 

Healthwatch Dorset chair Joyce Guest 
welcomed the public consultation and is 
urging people, whether or not affected by 
mental health issues, to look at the consul¬ 
tation document and contribute to the re¬ 
view. 

She said: “This public consultation on 
acute mental health services has been a long 
time coming. Local people have been ask¬ 
ing us how the NHS in Dorset can carry out 
their current review of health services with¬ 
out including mental health, so it's good to 
see this public consultation launch. 

“Local people tell us that mental health 
crisis care in Dorset is at breaking point and 
currently people find themselves without 
the help and support they need when they're 
at their most vulnerable. 

“The NHS in Dorset needs to make some 
major improvements to mental health ser¬ 


vices and this is your chance to influence 
those plans. 

“We urge everyone to have a look at the 
proposals and make your views known. One 
in four of us experience mental health prob¬ 
lems and many more of us know and care 
for people who do, so access to these ser¬ 
vices affects us all. Please take this oppor¬ 
tunity to have your say.” 

A number of drop-in consultation events 
are being planned for Weymouth, Dorch¬ 
ester and Bridport. 

The first of these will be held on February 
14th from 11am until 5pm at the Corn Ex¬ 
change, Dorchester. 

The Weymouth event is planned for 
February 24th, 1 lam-5pm, at Weymouth Li¬ 
brary in Great George Street; followed by a 
second Dorchester meeting on February 
25th, llam-4pm, at Dorford Baptist Church 
and then the Bridport meeting on March 
3rd, llam-7pm at the town hall. 

Copies of the consultation document are 
available at local GP surgery, any commu¬ 
nity mental health team office or local li¬ 
braries.

Lambs found 
decapitated 

POLICE are appealing for information after two 
lambs were decapitated on farmland to the east 
of Dorchester. 

A headless two-month old lamb was discov¬ 
ered on the morning of Tuesday, January 31st. 

A second lamb was found decapitated in a 
similar location the following morning, Wednes¬ 
day, February 1st. 

It is believed the animals were beheaded 
using a sharp blade. 

Police Constable Claire Dinsdale, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice's Rural Crime Team, said: "The type of injury 
caused to the lambs is not consistent with them 
being attacked by predators. We believe some¬ 
one has purposely decapitated these animals. 

"This is a shocking but thankfully rare event. 

"I would appeal to anyone who has informa¬ 
tion about the culprits or has seen anything 
suspicious that could relate to these incidents 
to please contact Dorset Police or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously."

Further bus cuts to 
impact on rural areas 


FURTHER cuts to bus subsidies 
will have a devastating effect on 
rural areas - according to a Dorch¬ 
ester councillor. 

Councillor Andy Canning says 
that the county council announced 
that it is cutting the number of bus 
services that it supports from 35 
down to just seven, which he says 
is “a disgrace”. 

“This will have a devastating ef¬ 
fect on everyone who doesn’t have 
access to a car,” says Councillor 
Canning, Lib Dem Parliamentary 
Spokesman and county councillor. 

“It will increase isolation as those 
on low incomes, poor mobility and 
the elderly, who live anywhere that 
isn’t close to a town centre, will be¬ 
come stranded in their homes. 
How are people to get food, to do 
their shopping or get to the doctors 
or the hospital? Some may be able 
to rely on family or friends some of 
the time, but many others will not.” 

Unviable 

Councillor Canning has said that 
the bus services will come to an 
end on July 22nd and, while some 
may be taken on by an operator, 
most were financially unviable and 
would stop. Bus routes facing the 
axe include the numbers 1,2 and 6 
town services in Dorchester; the 
211 Poundbury to Weymouth bus; 
the 212 between Dorchester and 
Yeovil; the 307 between Dorch¬ 
ester and Stalbridge; the 311 
Dorchester to Blandford; the 101 
between Crossways, Broadmayne 
and Dorchester. 

Elsewhere the 44 between West 
Bay and Bridport will be affected; 
the 71 Lyme Regis town service; 
the 73 between Powestock and 
Bridport; the 210 between Litton 
Cheney and Bridport and the 74 
between Sherborne, Yetminster and 
Yeovil. 

Councillor Canning has launched 
an online petition against the 
changes - www.west-dorset-lib- 
dems.org.uk 

He says he will also be working 
with effected parish councils and 
bus users to challenge the whole 
process.

“These cuts are going too far and 
are not in the interests of Dorset 
residents,” argues Councillor Can¬ 
ning. 

Sustainable network 

Dorset County Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, high¬ 
ways and infrastructure, Councillor 
Peter Finney, said: “As agreed by 
the county council last year, we 
need to save a further £1.85mil- 
lion from our public and schools 
transport budget in 2017/18 on top 
of the £500,000 saved from our 
subsidised bus routes in 2016/17. 

“We have carried out a wide- 
ranging review of services in order 
to get the best possible outcome 
for local people within the avail¬ 
able funding. 

“Our approach aims to develop 
a sustainable transport network for 
Dorset by prioritising the remain¬ 
ing subsidy on routes that serve 
the most people and contribute the 
most to Dorset’s economy. 

“This is built on a core network 
of town to town routes that serve 
around 80 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. 

“We will encourage operators to 
open up many more school routes 
to the public, helping those over 
16 get to education and rural resi¬ 
dents to access market towns. 

“We intend to link special school 


and adult social care transport in a 
way that makes best use of our 
own buses and means they can be 
used by the community when run¬ 
ning to and from schools and day 
centres. 

“We are continuing to encourage 
the development of more commu¬ 
nity based transport schemes for 
social and leisure purposes. 

“We developed a toolkit and of¬ 
fered grants for community 
groups to start their own transport 
schemes, which have led to a 
number of successful start-ups and 
a lot of interest from communities. 

“We will also work closely with 
operators to run rural ‘in-fill’ ser¬ 
vices between school opening and 
closing times, making use of 
empty vehicles travelling to and 
from schools services. 

“A comprehensive consultation 
between May and July 2016 re¬ 
ceived 2,605 responses. Of these, 
54 per cent agreed with this ap¬ 
proach compared with 27 per cent 
who disagreed.” 

Andrew Wickham, managing di¬ 
rector at Damory - which run ser¬ 
vices 44, 210, 71, 74, 101, 211, 
212, 307 and 311 - said: “The 
contract we have with Dorset 
County Council to run these ser¬ 
vices is due to end before the pro¬ 
posed changes take place. 

“We understand how important 
local buses are for those living in 
the county and will work with the 
local authority to ensure the best 
possible outcome for all con¬ 
cerned. 

“The number of passengers trav¬ 
elling with us on some of these 
journeys is currently very low - 
too low for us to be able to cover 
the costs of the operation without 
external funding. 

“We are completely sympathetic 
with our passengers along these 
routes, and we understand the fi¬ 
nancial restraints faced by Dorset 
County Council. “We will do ev¬ 
erything possible to ensure the 
most vital services here are main¬ 
tained.”

Nine businesses 
suffer break-ins 

A LACK of closed circuit television in Dorchester 
may have contributed to a mini crime wave 
when nine businesses were broken into. 

The town does have the cameras - but they 
are usually not monitored because of the costs. 

Dorchester BID chief officer Phil Gordon is urg¬ 
ing traders to fit their own cameras which he 
says, compared to the cost of losses and repairs, 
makes buying a system financially viable. 

He is meeting with the town's police commu¬ 
nity support team to see what else can be done 
to help increase security. 

He said that over the years the town had not 
suffered badly from crime, compared to other 
areas. 

Said a police spokesman: "We would like to re¬ 
assure the public in Dorchester that we are 
making active enquiries to identify and locate 
the offenders. 

"We would ask the public to remain vigilant 
and report anything suspicious to police." 

In most of the break-ins the only thing taken 
was cash, including an RSPCA charity box from 
the Body Shop, where the break-in took place at 
around 6.45pm. 

The break-ins happened between Tuesday, 
January 17th and Tuesday, January 24th. 

The victims included a business unit at Burra- 
ton Square, The Oak Rooms in Antelope Walk, 

Walnut Grove Cafe on Durngate Street; Toni 
and Guy the corner of South Street and Durn¬ 
gate Street. Other victims were Mystique in An¬ 
telope Walk and the Potters Cafe also in 
Durngate Street and a phone shop in South 
Street. 

The Cornershop in Challacombe Square, 
Poundbury also had cash stolen as well as two 
bottles of spirits. 


DAMERS School is to become a car park for Dorset 
County Hospital when it closes and pupils move to 
their new school at Poundbury. 

The NHS Foundation Trust is expected to take own¬ 
ership of the school site in April 2017. 

It says that in the short term it will use the site to cre¬ 
ate additional staff parking spaces to ease pressure on 
the hospital car parks and free up more spaces for pa¬ 
tient and visitor use. 

The trust is also looking at using the existing school 
building on an interim basis to free up office space on 
the hospital site. 

The Grove Pre-school Playgroup will remain where 
it is on the school site for now and the trust is keen to 
keep the nursery on site as part of any future plans. 

Options for the longer term use of the site are cur¬ 
rently being worked through. The trust proposes mixed 
use for the site for healthcare provision and commercial 


use. Any commercial ventures will be aimed at gener¬ 
ating income for the trust which can be used to support 
and improve patient services. 

The trust’s Director of Strategy and Business Devel¬ 
opment Nick Johnson said: “We are very excited to 
take ownership of the Darners site as it provides us with 
a once in a generation opportunity. We want to use the 
site to help us improve the patient experience, improve 
performance and generate income streams to contribute 
to the ongoing sustainability and success of the trust. 

“We are currently exploring options for funding the 
development of the site and have commenced a process 
to select a development partner and we will be working 
collaboratively with local authorities and community 
groups to ensure any proposals are sensitive to local 
needs. 

“We will engage with staff and the wider public about 
any proposals as the plans develop.”

DORCHESTER police are appealing for more in¬ 
formation about a man seen looking into gar¬ 
dens in the Castle Park area. 

It follows a number of break-ins throughout 
the town where burglars have gained entry via 
rear patio doors.

WEST Dorset District Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council have started a pro¬ 
gramme which aims to encourage more home 
building and at a faster pace. 

The councils, together with North Dorset District 
Council plan to enable building 20,000 additional 
homes by 2033. The target is part of the Western 
Dorset Growth Strategy and will be monitored by 
council members. 

The councils are already actively working with 
private sector developers, housing associations 
and landowners to promote housing development 
and want to see more quality homes built quicker. 

Housing development is enabled through Local 
Plans and the council's Development Management 
teams. Examples extend from Gillingham, Little- 
moor and Vearse Farm in Bridport to the former 
Hardy Complex and Brewers Quay in Weymouth. 

West Dorset District Council, Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council and North Dorset District 
Council, will benefit from £2m to support commu¬ 
nity land trusts. 

Cllr Gill Taylor, Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council's Briefholder for Housing, said:"The council 
is taking a very proactive approach to housing, this 
is not only houses to rent but to purchase. We need 
more affordable houses in the social sector as there 
are many residents on our housing register. 

"We are also aware that there are many residents 
in the Borough who are in rented accommodation 
or living with relatives who would prefer to pur¬ 
chase. The council can have a role here as well. 
Housing is linked to economic development and 
this is about the long term sustainability of the 
area, people need to be able to live and thrive in 
the area to promote the economy." 

Cllr Tim Yarker West Dorset District Council's Ex¬ 
ecutive Portfolio Holder for Housing, said:"Building 
the right number of new homes in the right places 
is key to maintaining the economic vibrancy of 
West Dorset." 


A RIBBON-cutting ceremony has marked the comple¬ 
tion of 46 affordable homes for local people in Pem¬ 
berly, a new development in Littlemoor, near 
Weymouth. 

The completion coincides with the publication of 
Home Truths 2016/2017, the National Housing Feder¬ 
ation’s (NHF) annual report on the state of England’s 
housing market which shows the cost of a home in 
Dorset is now almost 12.2 times the average local 
salary, and typical rents more than a third of local 
workers’ take-home pay. The report reveals Dorset to 
be one of the most expensive places to live in the South 
West with the average house price now £295,202. 

Stonewater executive director for development, 
Jonathan Layzell, said: “We hope our new Pemberly 
development will go some way towards helping tackle 
the shortage of affordable housing in the area, particu¬ 
larly the availability of good-quality low-cost rental 
homes at a price people in different financial circum¬ 
stances can realistically afford. Last year housing as¬ 
sociations were responsible for almost a third of all new 
affordable homes built in England, making a significant 
contribution to tackling the housing crisis and helping 
the Government deliver its housebuilding programme. 

“Lor every £1 of public money we receive for hous¬ 
ing, Stonewater invests another £6 of its own money to 
create a range of affordable housing for people in dif¬ 
ferent financial situations. This includes homes for low- 
cost rent enabling those who want to buy to save 
money, as well as affordable shared ownership, and 
good-quality housing for the poorest and most vulner¬ 
able members of the communities we serve.” 

Stonewater worked with Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council and Dorset-based construction company 
PH Cummings Unlimited on the Pemberly scheme, 
which to date has provided a mix of 40 two and three- 
bedroom homes for affordable rent, and six two- and 


three-bedroom homes for shared ownership which start 
at £68,000 for a 40 per cent share. Stonewater will de¬ 
liver a further two two-bedroom and five three-bed- 
room houses for shared ownership in spring next year. 

Councillor Gill Taylor, Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council’s Briefholder for Housing, said: “It’s 
great that this development is providing much needed 
affordable housing for local residents. These affordable 
homes will provide an essential contribution to the sus¬ 
tainability of the local community and assist the local 
housing need.” 


Pemberly is a 176-home development by regional 
builder PH Cummings, which includes 53 affordable 
homes for Stonewater. Each of the new homes has been 
delivered to a Code for Sustainable Homes Level 3 
equivalent standard, which measures energy efficiency 
and helps keep running costs low. The smart new de¬ 
velopment is also within easy walking distance of 
shops, local transport and amenities. 

According to the Home Truths report, there are 
21,000 new households forming each year in the region 
but less than 19,000 homes were built in 2015.

Figures before the county’s 
recent staffing committee re¬ 
vealed that just three new staff 
social workers have started 
work since September although 
17 others have been recruited - 
but are yet to start. 

Sara Tough, Dorset County 
Council’s director of children’s 
services, said: “We are making 
progress, having recently ap¬ 
pointed 17 new social workers 
who will be starting in the next 
few months, which will reduce 
our total number of vacancies 
significantly. We are continu¬ 
ing to receive new applications. 

“We are absolutely commit¬ 
ted to improving the lives of 
children and young people in 
Dorset. We are four months on 
from strengthening our social 
care arrangements and are in¬ 
vesting in developing our 


workforce to help them make a 
difference.” 

■ Dorset is one of only three 
areas in the country to have 
been awarded a share of a 
£7million Government fund to 
transform services for children 
and families. 

Dorset County Council has 
been awarded £1.995million 
from the Department of Educa¬ 
tion’s Children’s Social Care 
Innovation Programme for its 
Reinvigorating Social Work 
training and development pro¬ 
gramme. 

The money will be invested in 
developing social workers so 
they can focus more on making 
a difference to children and 
families early on. 

The scheme was successfully 
piloted with a small group of 
social workers last year and the 
funding means the county 
council will now roll it out 
across its children’s social care 
workforce over the next two 
years. 

Reinvigorating Social Work is 
a targeted programme of learn¬ 


ing, development and support 
aimed at empowering social 
workers. It promotes a model 
of social work practice based 
on building relationships and 
improving outcomes for chil¬ 
dren and families. 

Sara Tough, director of chil¬ 
dren’s services for Dorset 
County Council, said: “It is our 
vision for social work in Dorset 
to put making a difference for 
children, young people and 
families first. The focus of 
Reinvigorating Social Work is 
improving outcomes and devel¬ 
oping a model we can adopt 
across children’s services. 

“This funding means we can 
invest in our social workers, 
who work day in and day out to 
make a difference for people in 
Dorset. 

“We are committed to making 
Dorset a place where quality 
social work can thrive. The 
programme will help us keep 
our great social workers and at¬ 
tract others to come and work 
in Dorset. We will be actively 
recruiting extra social workers 
to help deliver this approach.”

Reading initiative creating millionaires 


STUDENTS and pupils attheWey Valley School, 
St Nicholas & St Laurence Primary School and 
Radipole Primary School continue to set new 
heights with the accelerated reading scheme. 

The reading initiative, which measures pupil's 
reading ages and literacy progress during the 
academic year, is now into its third year and 
pupils from years four to 10 continue to break 
records with more than 4,000 books and 100 
million words read since last September. 

Eileen Harding, Learning Resource Centre 
Manager at the Wey Valley School commended 
all students with their participation adding: 
"The latest snapshot of student progress is re¬ 
ally pleasing with notable improvements from 
last year. 

"We have seen all year groups improve with 
our current year nine showing almost 80 per 
cent of students now on or above their reading 
target. All other year groups are not too far be¬ 
hind and we are supporting those students 
who have yet to reach their targets, so we ex¬ 
pect even more students to benefit from the 


scheme as we progress through this year." 

Mrs Harding added: "Parents can also view 
their child's progress with the online home con¬ 
nect link and we are pleased with the parental 
feedback and that many students continue to 
read at home as well." 

Steve Dyer, Assistant Principal and Head of 
English at Wey Valley paid tribute to the 
scheme adding:" With 20 minutes dedicated 
reading time every school day and many stu¬ 
dents visiting the Learning Resource Centre ei¬ 
ther before school, break time, lunchtime or 
during after school homework club to read and 
check their online assessments of their books, 
we are seeing a positive impact on literacy 
across the school." 

Mr Dyer added: "Students are reading across 
the school, whether in English lessons, in the 
Learning Resource Centre or at the start of PE 
lessons in the Fitness Studio - we have 14 word 
millionaires already and we expect many more 
to reach this feat by the end of the summer 
term!"

Said Chairman of Trustees for the 
Thomas Fowell Buxton Society, 
James Buxton: “The society, once it 
has paid off its debts, will have 
achieved its prime objective in erect¬ 
ing a monument in Weymouth to cel¬ 
ebrate the life and achievements of 
Thomas Fowell Buxton.” 

Added Dr John Fannon, Treasurer 
and Trustee of the Thomas Fowell 
Buxton Society: “The society is plan¬ 
ning a dedication ceremony in early 
June 2017 and will announce details at 
the AGM.” 

Dr Fannon added that the Bishop of 
Sherborne had kindly agreed to lead 
the dedication service and the new 
Mayor, Councillor Kevin Brookes, 
and a number of honoured guests 
would be invited. 

Preparations were being made to 
produce a commemorative booklet to 
be published for the ceremony. 

Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, 1st 
Baronet (b. 1786 d. 1845) was an MP 
for Weymouth and Melcombe Regis 
between 1818 and 1837, and who led

the campaign to abolish slavery as an 
economic system. 

Buxton was a Christian social re¬ 
former, chosen as a champion by an 
aging and ailing in health, William 
Wilberforce to carry on the work to¬ 
wards the eventual abolition of slavery 
throughout the British Empire. This 
was achieved in 1833 by Act of Par¬ 
liament. 

Buxton had an interest in education 
of the poor and prison reforms and 
was a great believer in self-help along 
with hard work. He was responsible 
for many changes in prison reform and 
criminal law reform.

Man found guilty of running illegal pet shop 


A MAN has been found guilty of offences 
under the Pet Ani mals Act 1951, following 
an investigation undertaken by the West 
Dorset District Council Dog Warden Ser¬ 
vice. 

David Parsons, 57, formerly of Bankfield 
House, Pound Lane, Dewlish, was ordered 
to complete 180 hours unpaid work, pay 
costs of £1,500 and compensation of a total 
of £309.60 after being prosecuted by West 
Dorset District Council for three offences 
relating to keeping premises as a pet shop 
without a licence and one offence of selling 
an animal in a public place. 

Mr Parsons was also disqualified from 
holding a Pet Shop License for a period of 
10 years. 


Mr Parsons appeared at Weymouth Mag¬ 
istrates Court in December where he was 
found guilty, following a trial, of three of¬ 
fences of breaching Section 1 of the Pet 
Animals Act 1951 and one offence of 
breaching Section 2 of the Pet Ani mals Act 
1951. 

He was sentenced at Poole Magistrates 
Court on Thursday, February 2nd. 

The court heard that a total of four pup¬ 
pies were sold unlawfully by Mr Parsons 
during a time period spanning December 
14th 2015 to March 4th 2016. During this 
time Mr Parsons was already subject to a 
disqualification from keeping a Pet Shop 
License owing to a previous offence com¬ 
mitted in another area. 


The court also heard that two of the pup¬ 
pies appeared to have not been vaccinated 
properly. This resulted in one of the puppies 
having to be treated with a six-month 
course of worming as it was passing large 
amounts of blood. 

In a similar case, presented at the same 
time, another puppy sold by Mr Parsons 
had to be treated for worms after having 
bleeding from the gut. 

The fourth offence related to the sale of a 
puppy by Mr Parsons, which then fell seri¬ 
ously ill and had to be euthanised the day 
after it was sold. 

The council worked with county council’s 
trading standards department and the 
RSPCA on the case.

THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is 
known officially as St. Valentine of Rome in 
order to differentiate him from the dozen or 
so other Valentines on the list. Because 
Valentinus -from the Latin word for worthy, 
strong or powerful - was a popular name be¬ 
tween the second and eighth centuries AD, 
several martyrs over the centuries have car¬ 
ried this name. The official Roman Catholic 
roster of saints shows about a dozen who 
were named Valentine or some variation 
thereof. 

VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers 
and epilepsy, among many other things. 
Saints are certainly expected to keep busy in 
the afterlife. Their holy duties include inter¬ 
ceding in earthly affairs and entertaining pe¬ 
titions from living souls. In this respect, St 
Valentine has wide-ranging spiritual respon¬ 
sibilities.

The 
flower-adorned skull of St Valentine is on dis¬ 
play in the Basilica of Santa Maria in 
Cosmedin, Rome. In the early 1800s, the exca¬ 
vation of a catacomb near Rome yielded 
skeletal remains and other relics now associ¬ 
ated with St Valentine. 

THE medieval English poet Geoffrey Chaucer 
often took liberties with history, placing his 
poetic characters into fictitious historical con¬ 
texts that he represented as real.

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CHERRY JAM HEART PIE POPS 


Ingredients: 

• Your favorite pie dough 

• Flour for rolling dough 

• 2 tablespoons white sugar 

• 1 large egg, with a splash of water 

• Cherryjam or other filling of your choice 
- jam, peanut butter or Nutella 

• Lollipop sticks (oven-safe kind) 

• Heart cookie cutter 


Derections: 

1. Preheat the oven to temperature the 
dough requires. Roll out dough and cut 
out as many hearts as you can. 

2. Spoon cherry jam or the filling of 
choice in the center of half of the hearts. 

3. Place a lollipop stick on each crust, 
pushing down with a bit of pressure so it 
sticks into the dough without pushing 
through the other side.

Using your fingertip or a pastry 
brush, run a bit of egg wash 
along the border of the crust of 
the heart. Then add the heart 
tops, using a fork to pinch the 
edges together. 

5. Give the top of each pie a 
light coating of the egg wash, 
add a pinch of white sugar 
and dust each top. Bake for 20 
- 30 minutes until they're 
golden and delicious.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Start to sow slow-maturing bedding plants such 
as African marigolds and antirrhinums under glass. 

• If weather permits, prepare seed beds on free- 
draining sandy soil by lightly forking over the sur¬ 
face, breaking down large lumps and raking the 
soil to a fine tilth. 

• Continue to bring in forced bulbs for indoor flow¬ 
ering as they become ready for extra warmth. 

• Examine stored dahlia tubers for any sign of rotting. 

• Check trellis, pergolas and arches which are sup¬ 
porting climbers and repair any that are damaged. 

• Before plants start growing actively, check on the 
ties that secure them to supports. Replace any that 
have rotted and add extra ties if needed. 

• Continue to plant bare root fruit trees and bushes 
if the soil isn't frozen or waterlogged. 

• If you have bought bare-root hedging plants 
which you can't plant because the ground is wa¬ 
terlogged, open them out to allow air to circulate, 
cover roots with straw and store in an open, ro¬ 
dent-free place, keeping the roots moist to avoid 
dehydration. 

• Pot autumn-rooted fuchsia cuttings into small, 
individual pots. 

• Continue winter-pruning trees, roses, climbers 
and shrubs before spring growth gets under way.

JAZZ JURASSICA will literally blow away winter blues 
in time for Valentine's Day with acclaimed saxophon¬ 
ist Tony Roberts and the Ray d'lnvernoTrio on Satur¬ 
day, February 11th in Lyme Regis. After a remarkable 
playing career, spanning six decades, saxophonist 
Tony Roberts kicks off what will be his 80th year with 
a loved up set of exhilarating jazz classics. 

Tony first cut his teeth as a young musician in the 
Royal Tank Regiment after answering ad in Melody 
Maker! Joining the army, he said, was the only way to 
learn his trade. "And then it was just practice, practice, 
and more practice until my lips bled". 

After playing in army bands for six years, he went 
to London, quickly becoming a regular fixture at Ron¬ 
nie Scott's and on the London gig circuit, both as a 
jazz musician and session player. He played regularly 
with the likes of John Dankworth and Alexis Korner. 
And here he also met up with John McLaughlin and 
Danny Thompson in the mid-1960s, before McLaugh¬ 
lin went off to play with Miles Davis. 

Turning his back on the London music scene, Tony 
bought a small-holding outside Honiton and has re¬ 
mained in the area ever since. But his love affair with 
music never waned and he continued to earn his liv¬ 
ing as a musician, touring with John Renborne and 
playing music for the TV series Bergerac. 

Although now in his 80th Year, Tony remains a pas¬ 
sionate player and his love affair with the tenor sax is 
evident, "it's the closest sound to my own voice, I 
don't sing, but the tenor sax speaks to me, which is 
why I like it". 

At Jazz Jurassica, he’s joined by pianist/composer,

SEPTEMBER 2016 saw the release of the seventh 
Southern Tenant Folk Union album 'Join Forces'. It was 
written following the May 2015 general election result, 
and then recorded in June and July 2016 amidst a 
quickly changing political landscape, something that 
has made the suite of songs seem timelier still. The 
band's tour continues through spring, and comes to 
Bridport this Saturday, February 11th. 

Musically the album harks back to the more roots and 
bluegrass sounding earlier albums and is divided into 
two main strands. Firstly there are some tracks which 
have a much poppier and melodic approach than in 
the past. Songs such as the dynamic opener 'To The 
War' the frantic Arthur Lee & Love influenced 'The 
Media Attack', Rory Butler's'Carefully Does It'and the 
title track'Join Forces'.Then, secondly, several songs de¬ 
liberately take in more old-time bluegrass chord se¬ 
quences and sounds.

Plain Stanley Brothers style 
A cappella harmony vocals start off My Grandfather's 
Father before mixing in folk fiddle & percussion break¬ 
downs and then there's the anthemic What Would You 
Give For A Leader With Soul?

A little theatre 
overdose before 
travelling to Oz 


I THINK I’ve done it. My the¬ 
atre addiction has finally 
gotten the better of me and I 
overdosed this week. 

Six shows in four days, 
plus four interviews with 
the stars of the West End has 
left me with some worrying 
symptoms, including an in¬ 
explicable need to stand and 
applaud whenever someone 
does anything even remotely 
merit worthy as well as an 
innate moth like attraction 
to bright lights. 

I’ve also started to ran¬ 
domly break into song when¬ 
ever someone says anything 
that even remotely resem¬ 
bles a song lyric - although I 
think that’s an affliction I’ve 
harboured for a while - and 
I’ve started using any 
slightly solid flooring area to 
practice tap dancing and 
moonwalking. 

It has been a fantastic week 
however, filled with a vari¬ 
ety of shows from plays to 
pantomimes and obviously, 
the obligatory sprinkling of 
musical theatre mixed in to 


make the dreary weather 
and tumultuous political cli¬ 
mate fade into the back¬ 
ground. 

After a busy day in the 
Lyme Regis office, I had a 
tricky trip up to capital with 
the trains not playing hali¬ 
but eventually managed to 
get myself along to the Adel- 
phi Theatre for my seventh 
helping of the joyful Kinky 
Boots, along with my friend, 
fellow theatrical devotee and 
blogger, West End Wilma. 

This is still one of the best 
musicals in London in my 
opinion; so uplifting and 
filled with much needed 
themes of acceptance. With 
music by Cyndi Lauper the 
multi award winning show 
never fails to leave me beam¬ 
ing and is a definite recom¬ 
mendation. 

Then I went to see Oscar 
winner, Mark Rylance in 
Nice Fish at The Harold Pin¬ 
ter Theatre. I couldn’t tell 
you what it was about, be¬ 
cause I have no idea.

meaning to it, but I spent 
much of the performance 
feeling as if I was in a paral¬ 
lel universe.

This is a 
show for the whole family, 
which will tour the UK after 
its London run and is well 
worth a visit. 

With my head filled and 
frazzled, my next theatre ex¬ 
cursion may not have been 
such a good idea, but having 
never experienced Stomp be¬ 
fore, I decided to pop along 
and see just how a show 
which involves banging bin 
lids together has managed to 
entertain audiences in the 
West End for over 25 years. 

I found the blend of clown¬ 
ing and percussive dance 
surprisingly entertaining,

I then polished off my the¬ 
atrical marathon by heading 
over to Bridport to see their 
pantomime version of Little 
Red Riding Hood. With an 
abundance of youthful exu¬ 
berance and some hugely en¬ 
gaging portrayals, it was a 
great way to end the week. 

Next week I’m off to the 
other side of the world, hope¬ 
fully for a bit of sunshine. 
The Aussie’s aren’t quite so 
keen on their theatre, but I 
have managed to find a cou¬ 


ple of shows to stave off my 
theatrical cold turkey. 

I’m going to watch Disney’s 
musical version of Aladdin, 
which I saw in the West End 
last year and a critically ac¬ 
claimed play called the Tes¬ 
tament of Mary, which is 
fulfilling a limited run at the 
Sydney Opera house.

A SENSATIONAL start that saw 
Ben Wood give Dorchester 
Town the lead in under 15 sec¬

When David Gerrard's shot 
was deflected into the path of 
Woods whose goalbound ef¬ 
fort was booted off the line by 
Barrow. 

Ian Traylor, who proved a 
source of several scares for the 
home defence throughout the 
game, collected the ball on the 
halfway line before beating 
Oldring and releasing Eliot 
Richards beyond the Magpies 
defence. 

He drew and rounded keeper 
Shane Murphy and just man¬ 
aged to cut the ball back inside 
the near post as a recovering 
Oldring closed in to challenge. 

New signing Williams was 
making an impression down 
the left on his debut for Dorch¬ 
ester, and caused full back 
Adam Davies a number of 


problems, whilst the robust 
Prosser and Walker provided a 
good contest, although it 
looked like the Merthyr striker 
clearly pushed the Magpies 
captain in the back before blaz¬ 
ing a close range volley over 
the bar. 

There was an unsavoury inci¬ 
dent on the half hour when 
Richards went to ground in the 
box following a challenge from 
Walker, but referee Phillip Eddie 
was close by and immediately 
cautioned Richards for simula¬ 
tion.

Way loads up 

YEOVIL Town manager Darren Way topped up his squad 
by swooping for three players on transfer deadline night 
as he looks towards the final third of the season writes Stu¬ 
art Broom. 

Following a 2-1 victory over promotion chasing Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle to break a run of eight league games without 
a win on the same evening, and a 1-1 draw at lowly Hartle¬ 
pool United last Saturday, the Glovers sit in no man’s land 
being nine points off a play-off palace and eleven points 
above relegation. 

Whichever way it goes, he is going to need a full strength 
squad as there are no chances now to add to it before the 
end of the season as even emergency loans are banned. 

As a result he has added Jean-Louis Akpa Akpro (Bar- 
net), Kabongo Tshimanga (MK Dons) and Owain Jones 
(Swansea), all forwards, on half-season loan deals. 

They join other forwards Shayon Harrison who has also 
arrived on loan for six months from Tottenham Hotspur, 
and Brandon Goodship, who has joined permanently as a 
free agent from Bournemouth. 

With defender Tom James also joining permanently on 
a six-month deal from Cardiff, Way has added six players 
to his squad as he looks to finish the season in style. 

Despite all these imports, the loss of Ryan Hedges who 
was recalled by his club Swansea, prior to transferring to 
Championship side Barnsley, is a huge loss to the club. 

His impact has been decisive in the Glovers success this 
season and will be sorely missed, and it was disappointing 
that he missed the last month at Huish Park through injury 
caused by a callous, calculated first minute brutal foul by 
Exeter City’s Joel Brown on Boxing Day. 

Way has been critical of his forwards for not scoring 
enough goals, and of course the facts prove this with Fran¬ 
cois Zoko, Tom Eaves and Otis Khan all only having 
scored seven apiece. 

Yes they can be accused of missing chances, but all strik¬ 
ers at any level do that, but do they get the service they 
need to produce the opportunities, and will any of the five 
Way has signed be any better? None have glowing refer¬ 
ences in relation to goals per games ratios. 

At 32, Akpro has had plenty of Football League experi¬ 
ence with Grimsby Town, Rochdale, Tranmere Rovers and 
Shrewsbury Town, but has only scored 51 goals in over 
350 appearances, whilst 20-year-old Tshimanga has had a 
series of short term loan deals over the last couple of years 
and has scored just seven in 42 outings. 

Although Jones scored 16 times in 20 games for 
Swansea’s U18s he has no senior experience, whilst Har- 
rision, an 83rd minute sub for Tottenham in their 2-1 EFL 
defeat to Liverpool in October, also has no other senior ex¬ 
posure. 

Goodship who joined the Glovers on a month’s loan a 
year ago, scoring once in ten appearances, also doesn’t 
have a glowing record.

DESPITE overseeing his fourth 
defeat in the four games he has 
been in charge, Dorchester 
Town manager Craig Laird be¬ 
lieves that a change of fortunes 
is on the cards.

Whilst delighted with the elec¬ 
tric start against Merthyr Town 
he has his feet firmly on the 
ground: "Scoring straight from 
the kick off was a nice way to 
start the game, but you could 
see why they [Merthyr] are 
where they are. 

"They've got good experi¬ 
enced players, some who have 
played at a higher level, and we 
are a young side trying to gain 
that experience. 

"We lacked pace and purpose 
which is something I am hoping 
to resolve in the next couple of 


weeks. I am giving the players 
an opportunity to grab a place; 
some are taking it, others not. 

"Playing the top two teams 
like we have, they expose all of 
your weaknesses and it's glar¬ 
ingly obvious that we are strug¬ 
gling.

He added: "We went out with 
a good, positive attitude and 
wanted to take the game to 
them.

"Merthyr have been together 
three or four seasons, and we 
want to be where they are, but 
first we have to secure our posi¬ 
tions in the league, and then 
build on that." 

Laird was pleased with his 
new signings, particularly 19- 


year-old Jordan Williams saying: 
"He's young, quick and a big lad 
with pace who is still to fill out, 
he's got good delivery on the 
ball. 

"If we could keep him for a 
year or two what a good player 
we would have, getting another 
two or three like him, which we 
are endeavouring to do, and 
with the philosophy I'm looking 
to instil, we could have a good 
side." 

The county town boss was 
also full of praise for John Vance 
who joined from Gillingham 
Town. 

"He such an underrated 
player. He's comfortable on the 
ball, got a good range of pass¬ 
ing and can take some of the 
pressure off the younger play¬ 
ers."
